The Divines going a ſurer 
way, would reſolve this pro- 
bleme by ſaying, that it hath 
beene the pleaſure of God by

ſonot only in men, bur alſo in 
States and Empires, there 
would benotides and ebbes in 
the world, but hee that was

leage Diſdaine to be the cauſe : 
hee thar deſpiſeth his enemie,

poſeth him with the utmoſt of 
kisſtrengeh andcunning:One of 
the greateſt errours char I have 
obſerved in great Potentates, 
hath beene toſee how applying 
their forces on an enterpriſe, 
they have rather takenmeaſure 
of the enemie than themſelves, 
oppoſing againſt him only ſo 
much of their ſtrength, as they 
conjequred to bee. anſwerable 
to the preſent affaires ; and 
whereas with a greater power 
they might have beene ſure of + 
victory,with an equall one they 
have either loſt ir, or atleaſt 
prolonged the warres with 
more expence of men and mo- 
ney.

In ſach a caſe men would not 
bee aſhamed to bow unto him, 
to whom though hee were not 
the fayorite, he onght tobow : 
and there would be opened un- 
to them a cleere way without 
any dirty flattery, .or thorny 
danger, to rut a happy courſe 
berweene obſequionſnefſe, and 
odious liberty; but this feldome 
or never happens : whether by 
the cunning of Princes, or by 
nature, I kiow not. This Art 
teacherth: them that the gres- 
teſt in the ſtate may not becal- 
led into inward favour withonrt 
danger :-of dominion ., from 
which hee is but one pace" di- 
ſtant. Nature reacheth to life 
up 
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up the lowly, and tobeat down 
the mighty : and this nature is 
diQtared of God, who raiſeth 
the poore from the dunghill co 
place him among Princes, even 
with the Princes of his people : 
Ic is fignified by the ſtarres, 
whoſe radiation is the thonghe 
to be great, powerfull, and glo- 
rious; which lifring men from 
low eſtate,doth ſeat them with 
Princes, It is finally manifeſted 
In the earth, whiles it favonra- 
bly cheriſheth and raiſerh up 
.thoſe plants that are not wrapt 
in gold, that is reſplendent, bur 
buried in the baſenefſe of the 
ſoile that is uncleane. VWhat in- 
ſtruction maythen be give tofa- 
yorites for eſchewingthe hatred 
of great ones? The wittieſt po- 
litician ſeems to commend ſuch 
a ſabjeft, as contenting _ 
clfe 
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ſelfe to bee the greateſt of the 
great ones in authority about 
the Princes,carednot to exceed 
the meaner ones-in- dignity : I 
take this robee want of know - 
| ledge, how to-make ones beſt 
benefit of the fortunes that be- 
fall one, or rather-an abuſfingof 
them : and that it is no way ſuf.

honour, How many have beene 
ſeene toloſe their favours with:

tobea King. A very ſmall reye. 
rence, and a very little place, is 
ſufficient to ſatisfie what our 
bodies require * but the whole 
world isnot enough to quench 
the thirſt of the minde , which 
ſtands alſo with reaſon, becauſe 
the body may eaſily finde his 
object in a bodily world, Bur 
the minde which 1s a ſpirit, ne- 
ver findes it where there is no 
ſpirit. It deceives it ſelfe ſome- 
times in running with the body 
after ſome bodily thing, as to- 
ward a proper-objet ; bur no 
ſooner is the ſame obrained,bur 
the errour is diſcovered. Thoſe 
pleafing taſtes which ſome al- 

her ſenſuall doe account 
but: as ſmoake, which are the - 
obſequiouſnes, the reyerences, 
the applauſes, theſeare the grea- 
teſt food ro the minde, becauſe 
theſe 
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theſe are the leaſt corporeall. 
There are a thouſand other 
precepts written for fayourites, 
both to defen$them from the 
hatred of the great,and from e- 
very other occaſion that might 
worke their overthrow. Some 
alſo Icould adde which are not 
mentioned by others, but be- 
cauſe they are all vaine and fri- 
volous, I will not fill up the 
page with ſuch vanities and 
weakneſſes : I willſay one only 
thing, being the rrueſt and ſe» 
cureſt courſe to maintaine him- 
ſelfe in the Princes favour, 
which may well be performed, 
and may well be ſpoken of ; yer: 
can it notbe learnd nor taught, 
which is,to preſerve alwaies the 
love of the Prince, and the 
manner how to preſerve it. It is- 
true, that the favourite _ 
alls 
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falls without ſome cauſe, but 
the ſame cauſes have not alway | 
the ſame effes : for ſometimes 
they are ſurmounted by an 
affection greater than their 
owne ; if this ſtands firme 
and ſure, there can bee no dan. 
ger . if this ſhrinkes, thenthe 
ruine is at hand: not becauſe he 
falls without cauſe, but becauſe 
tisimpoflible not to give ſome * 
cauſe, and then the lefſer haye 
more force than at another time 
the greater would.

may miſſe of preferments, bnt 
rather that hee ſhall bee fure of 
them, and peradyencure with 
tefſe envy. Hee that poſleſſeth 
things that are ſubje& roenvy, 
and takes no delight in them, is 
rather to be pittied, than envi- 
ed, But who is he that will doe 
fo, ſavieg the man thar is full of 
affetion,. and moſt tenderly 
enamouredof his Lord. Ir isa 
thing that cannot bee reduccd 
into Art, thongh it bee eaſily 
knowne. Aﬀectation differs 


much from affetion, which if | *

dious in the ſchoole of love : 
they that will maintaine them-

ther it may goe without ſepa= 
rating,and whither they would 
not goe with leſſe danger if 
they were ſeparated : from 
whence may bee taken an in-
